Clayton W. Bedford, Chief Chemist 
of the Goodrich Rubber Co. of Akron, 
died from a blood clot following an 
operation, at 6 a. m., June 19th. 

Mr. Bedford was one of the best 
known stamp collectors in America, 
a leading authority on United States 
Stamps, member of all prominent 
stamp clubs and a tireless worker in 
the ranks of Philatelia. 

Prominent as a member of the 
Rubber City Stamp Club of Akron, 
where among his friends he was 
loved by all who knew him. 

Burial was at Akron, June 21st. 











Canada is also expecting to cash in 
on the Balbo flight from Italy to Chi- 
cago. The Canadian Postoffice De- 
partment sent out notices about the 
middle of June announcing that the 
planes from Italy would land at She- 
diac, New Brunswick, and at Saint 
Hubert Airfield in Montreal about 
June 25th. Mail will be picked up at 
these points to be flown to Chicago 
and thence to any address in the 
United States or Canada. Postage on 
letters is $1.45 Canadian postage for 
approximately 5 grammes which is 
about one-sixth of an ounce. 

On the return flight the planes will 
land at Shediac, New Brunswick, be- 
fore taking off for Europe. Mail to 
Europe will be carried at $3.20 for 
5 grammes. You can get in on this 
event by sending your covers with re- 
mittance to Postmaster at Shediac. 
Mark your letters “Via Italian Cruise 
of General Balbo to Italy.” Covers 
may be sent now and will be held 
pending return trip of the planes.

Return Flight of Balbos’ Italian 
Air Armada 


Second Asst. Postmaster General, 
Washington, June 15, 1933. 


The Italian Government has agreed 
to accept for dispatch by the return 
flight of the Italian air cruise com- 
manded by General Italo Balbo, 
Italian Minister for Aeronautics, 
which is to start in the near future 
from Ortebello, Italy, on a round trip 
to the United States over the follow- 
ing route: 

Ortebello to Amsterdam, Nether- 
lands; Londonderry, North Ireland; 
Reykjavik, Iceland; Cartwright, Lab- 
rador; Shediac, New Brunswick, 


Canada; Montreal, Canada; Chicago, 
Ill.; New York, N. Y.; Shediac; Shoal 
Harbor, Newfoundland;  Valentia, 


Irish Free State; Roma, Italy. 

Unregistered letters weighing not 
over one-half ounce each for delivery 
in Newfoundland, Canada, or Europe, 
at the following rates: 

$1.70 for each letter for delivery in 
Newfoundland or Canada. 

$3.60 for each letter for delivery in 
Europe. 

These rates include the postage 
and fee for air dispatch, and must be 
fully prepaid by means of United 
States stamps affixed to each letter. 

It is to be noted that while the 
rates above stated are per letter not 
exceeding one-half ounce in weight, 
it is desired to keep the weight of 
each letter as near 5 grams (1/6 
ounce) as possible in order to reduce 
the weight to be carried by the 
planes. It may therefore be ex- 
plained to senders that a small Gov- 
ernme - tamped envelope weighs a 
little over 3 grams, and if these or 
sim ilar envelopes are used, if a small 
sheet of thin paper is used for any 
message desired to be sent, the 
weight can be kept near 5 grams. It 
will be appreciated if senders will co- 
operate in this way. 

Letters for this dispatch must 
show, in the upper left-hand corner, 
the return card of the sender, that is, 
his name and complete address, and 
must be marked diagonally across the 
envelope between the address and the 
return card as follows: “By Italian 
Air Cruise to Newfoundland (or 
Canada, or Europe)”, and be mailed 
in regular course under an outer en- 
velope to the postmaster at Chicago 
or the postmaster at New York, to be 
held pending the departure of the 
planes from those cities on the east- 
bound flight. 

Special cachets will be furnished to 
the postmasters at Chicago and at 
New York for use on all letters. sent

We are informed that there are 
some fakes in existence, but that they differ 
greatly from the real LILAC color.

The deep blue portrait of King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel in the 1929 issue of 
Italy may be just Scott’s No. 223 to 
most collectors but to Vonnie Butner, 
Highland, Kan., it will ever be the 
President’s Stamp. And there’s a 
mighty good reason. 

Miss Butner, in her early twenties, 
has known so much illness during the 
past ten years that one wonders at 
her enthusiasm for education. De- 
spite her handicaps she has studied 
correspondence courses from the Uni- 
versity of Kansas and uses commem- 
orative stamps to suggest new fields 
of study. Cachets, too, provide her 
with many ideas and she collects them 
from far and wide. 

When Franklin D. Roosevelt was 
elected President of the United States 
last fall, Miss Butner sent congratu- 
lations. A good many thousands of 
others also sent best wishes. Mr. 
Roosevelt was plunged into a whirl- 
pool of problems such as never faced 
an American before. Yet he found 
time to prevent a Kansas girl from 
being disappointed. Not only did he 
make certain that her letter was an- 
swered but because she said she col- 
lected stamps, too, he sent her a mint 
copy of Scott’s No. 223. 

Of course, Miss Butner had to write 
to thank the new president for his 
generosity and she mentioned a de- 
sire to possess his photograph. One 
would have thought that the President 
had devoted enough attention to one 
citizen. But no. He sent the photo- 
graph and it was autographed.

of Christmas Seals in their new sup- 
plementary catalog, which also lists 
U. S. Locals, Official Seals, Match and 
Medicine, etc. This catalog has not 
been reprinted for quite a long time 
until this year. Very few changes in 
the Christmas Seals, except a down- 
ward scaling in price of some of the 
older issues. I note that No. 61, 1931 
(first plate) is listed at 5¢ each and 
I have a great curiosity as to where 
they can be obtained at this price. I 
believe they are worthy of a much 
higher price as no one seems to have 
any quantity of them. 

Cc. A. Paige of Grand Rapids notes 
that on the Edwards and Deutsch 
printing of the 1932 seals there is a 
broken “M” in “Merry” on the 18th 
seal. This is a constant flaw. 

From Ludwig Hummel, in Austria, 
comes his catalog of Tuberculosis 
seals of the world. Very poorly mim- 
eographed on different sizes of paper 
and not stapled or bound, still it gives 
quite a good listing of the foreign 
seals. It is written in French, Ger- 
man and English and I believe it will 
be of great assistance to the seal col- 
lector. He has listed nearly 1000 
Antitubercular seals from practically 
all countries that have issued them. 
I can not agree with his inclusion 
of the Iceland seals as most of us do 
not consider them Antitubercular but 
only child welfare. 

From Dick Green arrived the Tourn- 


ier and Jeanson catalog of the Seals 
commemorating Philatelic events. 
Very nicely printed and altho in 
French can be easily understood by 
the English reader. It also lists post- 
age and semi-postal stamps commem- 
orating Philatelic events. Illustrated 
with a beautiful page of plates.

Mr. Price is 
financially responsible, he has a rep- 
utable standing in Dayton but denies 
any responsibility for the safety of the 
money of anyone who remitted to him 
or his partner and business associate, 
Chester G. Hinkle. 


Letters addressed to the Committee 
at their last known address come back 
marked refused. We have been un- 
able to locate Hinkle and we have 
been unable to learn of anyone who 
has had money refunded to them. The 
original and first advertisements in 
this paper directed that the money 
be sent Harry G. Price. 

We now wish to hear from every- 
one who made remittance either to 
Price or to the Committee and espe- 
cially do we want to hear from anyone 
who wrote a check payable to Price. 
If anyone has such a check which has 
been cashed and returned to them 
after being endorsed by Price, we will 
be very glad to have them submit that 
check to us for evidence. 

At the same time, while Hinkle can 
not be reached, we suggest that every 
person file complaint with the U. S. 
Postal Inspector, c/o Postmaster, Day- 
ton, Ohio, naming both Harry G. Price 
and Chester Hinkle as parties to 
whom their remittance was made. We 
would also suggest that you address 
a letter direct to Price c/o Price 
Brothers Company, Dayton, Ohio, and 
demand refund of your money.
